iii-B to siLspend ali hostilities." 
An otlicial bulletin, just issued, s.iys: 
Tlii'l'urks attacked the army of iiie 
Orowu Prince the moment it reached tlie 
line of l,bu Othria ranf^e. Tlio fourth 
rei!;iment oi infantry was UislodKed from 
Aidinintza, north-west of Lamia, and 
tlie iuliabintants are precipitately evacu- 
ating Lamia. The Eastern squndron has 
been ordered to proceed to tj tylia, on the 
north coast of the Gulf of Lamia, and 
there to . land Col. VasBOS and troops.

I'Aiiis, May 19, — It was Eemi-oflicialiy 
aiinouuced tliia eveuinu tliaC the aui- 
baesadorsof the powers at Conslfuitino- 
ple are drafting counter propo.sals to the 
reply rticeived to their last note lu the 
Turkish government. These couuler 
proposals will serve as a basis for the 
preliininuries of peace. The matter wiU 
be disQUesed and settled by the powert 
and the Turkish government. 

New York, May 19.— The London cor- 
respondent of the Sun to-day eaya of the 
Greco-Turkish war: " The war is at an 
end, and the shame, not of Civeece, but 
ot Christian Europe is complete. Two 
thoucand Greeks at Doiiiokoa, according 
to llie meagre accounts received here, 
were slaugliterecr by I'^dhem Pasha's 
troojia after the powers liad forbidden 
their opponents to engage in further hos- 
tilities pledged that they would restrain 
the TurJtiah forces. Even llie bloody 
record in Armenia does not nititcii 
this crowning disgrace and defiancu 
flung in the (ace ot united Europe ',5y 
the creature it maintains on his gory 
throne at Constantinople, and witii 
splendid insolence having accomplished 
his entire purpose, the Sultan sent a 
message to tiio representatives of the 
powers to-day saying that as an earnest 
Wish of bis amiability and of accommo- 
dation, he would abstain from further 
hostilities i)ending negotiations for 
peace. The history of luankind verily 
has aotliiiig to conipare with this 
Bubliine triuiu])h ol evil over the foreci 
of rigliteousnei's, which l'",aro|)0 usaurues 
itBelllo be." The Sultan openly declined 
that ho would not check his army iiiitii 
Domokos, on the old frontier, was in his 
hands. All Thesaly is now liis beyond 
dispute and he intends to retain it. Pos- 
session ia much more than nine points of 
law in the diplomacy of Europe. Ac- 
cordingly all expressions of public opin- 
ion during the past few days have been 
unanimoueljr against him. If mere 
words would drive him out he would 
have to go, but few persons believe that 
these will be ol any avail. Nothing but 
force remains, aiullOurope is so mortally 
afraiil of lier own weapons that she will 
siil)iiiit to alnioat any indignity rather 
than to use them. Such, at least, is the 
sentiment that controls Great Britain, 
which is the strongest of all the powers." 



UNITED STATES CONSULS

Fear They Should Be Massacred. 

"WAsniN'oroN, May 19.— Another stii' 
ring debate on Cuba occurred in the sen- 
ate to-day. It was of the give-an-take 
order, with sharp parliamentary fencing 
Tlie main speeches were made by Sen- 
ators Foraker, of Ohio, and Hoar 
Massachusetlr."Tt was the first speech 
of any length made by Foraker since he 
entered the senate, and in addition to 
this, the Ohioan senator who is one of the 
Cuban aub-committeoof thocommitteeon 
foreign relations, showed favor of refer 
once on the resolution to the committee, 
but of the general question declared his 
purpose of-supporting the resolution re- 
cognizing Cuban belligerency when it 
should bo reported by the committee. 
Mr. Canon was bitter in his denunciation 
of Spanish atrocities, characterizing the 
Captain-General of Cuba as "that 
mad dog AVeyler." It was de- 
veloped in tlie course of colloquy 
that the state department had withheld 
the names of United States consuls re- 
porting the serious condition of nll'aira 
in Cuba, fearinc it might lead to their 
niassaere. M. Vest declared this prece- 
dtni! a fierioua phase of the subject, aa it 
waatimo to protect oflicials with war- 
ships if their personal safety was threat- 
ened for making reports to their govern- 
nieut. No action on the resolution was 
taken, but Mr. Morgan said he hoped to 
secure a vote to-morrow.

Smith, a member of tlie board, stated 
that hia company, the Oregon Improve- 
ment Company, had placed the Pacific 
Coast Steainship Company's veaeel, the 
Umatilla, on the Quartermaster harbor 
dock, bat that in future the vessela of 
tlie line would be sent to Eaquimalt. In 
Air. Smith's opinion the dock at Quar- 
termaster haruor is not stilt' onouyh for 
BUch heavy sijivice, and when the Uma- 
tilla was there the structure was very 
"shaky." Preaident Graves said that 
Capt. GriflitliB, American nianaper of 
the Nippon Yusen Kaiaha, would send 
the vessels of hia line to J'.squinialt when 
they needed docking rather than take 
the risk of the dock at Quartermaster 
harbor. The rate charged at Esquimalt 
was very low in comparieon witli tlie 
scale adopted by the government dock 
at Port Orchard. President Graves 
stated that the government did not in- 
tend to make a profit by decking vessela, 
and suggested continuing in the en- 
deavor to secure lower rates. Mr. Smith 
said that in his estimation the Quarter- 
master ^arbor floating dock's capacity 
for safety waa for vessela not over 200 
feet in length and of 1,I500 tons gross. 

In this connection some extracts from 
a letter written to the United States 
secretary of the navy and signed by W. 
H. Whiting, commauder U.8.N., senior 
uieuiber ; Lawrence Spear, assistant na- 
val constructor, U. S. X., meiuhei"; 
Ifomer L. Ferguson, asaistant naval con- 
structor, will be of interest to shipping 
men. It ia dated Puuet Sound Naval 
Station, Bremerton, Wash., January 23, 
1807. and in part atates : 

'• Referring to the bureau'a query aa 
to' ' First — The capacity of docka in the 
vicinity of the Paget Sound naval station 
for docking vesaoTs, giving the dinien- 
aionu and displacement of the largest 
vessela that can be safely docked and 
tlio approximate charge therefor: ' 

"Tlie only dock in the territory of the 
United States in the vicinity of Puget 
Sound is situated at Quartermaster's 
harbor, near Tacoma, Wash., and is 
operated by the Bugec Sound Drydock 
Company. 

Thia dock is of the floating balance 
typo; total length, 328 feet; length on 
ktirl blocks, '625 feet ; extreme breadth, 
100 feet; breadth between walls, 80 feet ; 
depth of main body, 12 feet. This dock 
was examined by the two junior mem- 
bers of the board', but, owing to the ab- 
aehce of any plans and the inacceaaibil- 
ity of many parts, it is imnossible to 
make any detailed calculation aa to 
atrt;ngth and lifting power. A reason- 
ably accurate approxiniatecstitnategivea 
aevrn thousand live hundred (7,500J tons 
as Lhe total lifting power. At the timo 
of the examination .the dock waa occu- 
pied by the British iron sailing ship Sen- 
ator, gross tonnage l,!iOO; 500 tons bal- 
last and no cargo. All the bottom 
conipartraeuta of the dock contain- 
ed water, and Ihoug.'i the manager 
offered at some future date to 
pump the dock out dry for inspection, it 
ia not couaidered advisable to put him 
to that expense and trouble, as, owing 
to the nature of its construction, it is 
imp'issible to obtain aufiicient data for 
Strength calculation. As the result of 
thia examination of the dock, together 
with all the available evidence as to its 
behavior while lifting other and heavier 
vc-ijels, tlie board is of tlie opinion that 
thia iioi;k can with safety handle vessels 
of (jrdinary form up to a length of liaO 
feci between iierpendiculara and a gross 
regi.itered tonnage of li.oOO tons, without 
cargo or other weights. The risk of lift- 
ing veaaela beyond thia aize the board 
considers might be with propriety re- 
fused, except in case of absolute emer- 
gency. 

The schedule of charges of the dock 
gives 20 cents per ton per day for all 
abips of 2,000 tons grosa register, no ex- 
tra charge being made for the day of 
docking. A day conaiats of twenty-lour 
hours, reckoiuMl from the time of going 
on the dock. At this rate the charge for 
the inaxiiuum sate lift of .';,500 groas tone 
would be $700 per day. 

The board recommends as follows: 

l'"irat — That, except in case of acci- 
dent to the Ciuarlermaster'a harbor 
(lock, or until such time aa further de- 
terioration renders that dock unsafe, no 
ship under the limits laid down as to 
size (length, J^iO feet; gross tonnage, 
3,600) bo docked at the Puget Sound 
naval' station. 

Second — That before preparatory work 
for docking any merchant vessel is be- 
gun, the ship depodt to the credit, of the 
commandant of thia station a aum e lual 
to at leaat one and one-half timea her 
docking charge. Iu case the actual ex- 
pense of (locking comes within thia 
docking charge, the balance between the 
docking charge and the dejiosit to be re- 
turned to the ahip, In the event of the 
actual expense running above the dock- 
ing charge, the dillorence between 
such actual expense and the deposit 
to be returned to the ahip; but in 
the event of the future docking of ahipa 
of the aanie ownership, when the actual 
expense ia lesa than the docking charge, 
the diflerence between the two to be 
paid to the ship, until such timo aa the 
exces^ paid by the ship in the first in- 
stance over the docking charge is all re- 
funded, after which the charges as per 
schedule above, would again be oper- 
ative. In no case ia the government to 
bu put to a loss, and before a ahip ia un- 
docked the amount of money ilepoaited 
to the credit of the conunandaiit must 
1),; large enough to cover all contingen- 
cies which may have been unforeac-en. 
The chargea given in the schedule given 
above should eaaily cove>- the actual ex- 
pense to the government; but the regu- 
lation outlined in this paragraph will in- 
sure lhQgo\;erni»ent against loaa in any 
c ifB, withont'ihjustice todhip owners. 

Tliird— That the ship assume all risks 
Ij aliseU while iu dock and during the 



proceaa of docking and undocking; and 
further that the ship repair at its own 
expense any^injury. to the dock traceable 
to the negligence or' incompetency of the 
ahip'a company or employee. 

Fourth — That such police regulations 
aa the commandant of this station may 
establish be applicable to all persona in 
the employ of the ahlp-owners while 
within the limits of the station. 

(6) Beferring to the specific question 
as to.the docking of ahipa of the Jspan- 
Americtin line, the following voasela of 
that line are now running to the port of 
Seattle:

These are to be followed by new ateam- 
era of about 0,000 tons gross register ton- 
nage, and '125 feet in length.

Vancouver Board of Trade Declare 
in Favor of a Mint for 
Canada. 



Snperintendent Boouey, of the G. P.

— -Nanaimo Mining Becoi'ds. 



V\NX'ouvi:ii, May 19. — (Special) — At a 
meeting of the board of trade last night, 
Senator Mclnnes' suggestion to estab- 
lish a mint for the coinage of gold, 
silver and copper coin waa endorsed by 
reaolution. 

The committee appointed to arrange 
for a ilubilee memorial have decided to 
recommend that .^5,000 be appropriated 
for clearing and fixing up the beach at 
English bay known as the " Second 
Beach," for the use of women and chil- 
dren, and clearing a portion of the park 
in the vicinity for a recreation ground 
absolutely free for the citizens. All the 
other schemes suggested were found too 
expensive in carrying them out. 

It ia said on excellent authority that 
it is probable that the Vancouver smelter 
will be located, not in the city limits, 
but hard by on the inlet, andlikely in the 
neighborhood of North Vancouver. Thia 
site has been chosen to avoid public in- 
terference in respect of alleged nuisance 
from noxioua gases, etc. Abundance of 
water can be easily got from mountain 
atreama in North Vancouver, which 
would oll'-aot the city water offered by 
the corporation. 

Bicycle thievea are doing effective 
work in Vancouver. Yesterday two ma- 
chinea were stolen, one from Bleeara. 
Edwards Bros, and one from Barker ifc 
Williama' cyclery. 

J. Rooney, superintendent of the CP. 
R. mail service, died suddenly at the ho- 
tel at Banff to-day. 

At the apring assizes to-day Bruce 
Creighton, the notorioua burglar, was 
aentenced to five yeara by Mr. Justice 
Drake, for bringing into Canada pro- 
perty stolen from LaConner, Waali. In 
passing sentence, .Tuatice Drake ))ointed 
out that the accused had already spent 
twenty-two years of his life in prison. 

K. ilill, who had been indicted with 
attemjitiug to murder hia wife, waa 
allowed to plead guilty of aggravated 
assault, and waa given two years' im- 
prisonment.

At the Hotel 'Wiieon are recistered 
Dr. E. U. Stanley and J. II. Young, two 
citizens of Victoria's vie-a-vis — Port An- 
geles. Dr. Stanley, whoiiaa made oyster 
cultare a life study and who for the past 
seven years has been carrying on a series 
of experiments on the lines of oyster 
propagation, is in town to interest Vic- 
torians in the formation of a company 
to undertake that industry on the 
Sound. 

For many years Caliioriiians have im- 
ported from the Kast carloads of young 
oysters direct from the breeding grounds 
on Chesapeake bay. The oysters which, 
when transported, are about as large as 
a n[ian'8 thumb nail, are sown on the 
tide lands of San Francisco bay and 
other sheltered portionsof thecoaHt. and 
are allowed to grow and fatten to tlie 
same size as the mo.st dipiniiied bivalve 
from the Atlantic coast. An exceedingly 
lucrative businesa bas for many years 
been carried on in these linea, and'beda 
for the growth o( Kastern oyster-s have 
been planted all alon^^ I hu coast as far 
north as Shoal U'atei- liay. Jiiit until ijuite 
recently it has always been maintained 
that the transplanted oyster never 
spawned, hence the necessity of annu- 
ally replenishing the beds with fresh im- 
portations. 

" By close observation," said Dr. 
Stanley yesterday, " it has been proved 
that this idea is a mistake and the trou- 
ble has arisen through the fact ihat the 
oyster beda have ever been located in 
such places that the tide and current 
have prevented the spawn from becom- 
ing attached. This matter of attach- 
ment is the one important element in 
the propogatiijll 9' the oyster, for after 
the spawn has been east it remains s;i8- 
pended in the water until a certain stage 
of development hiia been reached, when 
it attaches itself to some object, wtiere it 
remains a fixture for life, and it has been 
proven by observation that unless this 
becoming fixed takes plabe at a certain 
precise period the oyster never has a 
chance to develop. 

"Now, the currents flowing back and 
forth over the beda where oysters have 
been planted on this coast have, in every 
case, been al together too strong, and the 
spawn has been washed away. To obvi- 
ate this the French, some years ago, in- 
vented what is known as the Park sys- 
tem — which is simply a method of con- 
trolling the How and ebb of the tides by 
means of a dam and tide gates. By this 
means the spawn in given time to settle, 
and at the siiinu time the waters inside 
the enclosure are allowed to clear them- 
eelves. 

" Alwut six years ago I started to se- 
lect a site for such an enclosure, and 
after looklnij over the ground selected a 
lagoun at Seijuim, a short distance from 
DungenesB. This lagoon by its natural 
Gonflgaration <loea away witb the 
buildiuK of a dara, wtiich, in some 
of the French systems ccist hundreds of 
thouf-ands of dollars, and the only ex- 
penfe necessary to prep. ire the beds for 
tlie reception of the oyaters will be the 
construction of lluou gates across the 
mouth of the lagoon. As the waters of 
th<! straits are notoriously cold, these 
gates, by holding back the water inside, 
will raise its temperature very material- 
ly, and this will be another means of in- 
suring the i)roper uevelopmeut of the 
crop of shell liah, and at the same time 
protecting them from their worst en- 
emies on the coast — the starfish and 
drill. The lagoon haO a superficial area 
of about 100 acres, and it is estimated 
that the natural increase of the oysters 
will, in the course of five years, 
make this area worth !fl,000 per acre. 
The native oyster which is now sup- 
plied to the markets in the Northwest 
is a very small affair, and when we are 
in a position to ship our home-grown 
Kastern oysters we expect to supply the 
demand as fur east as Winnipeg. 

"So far I have carried on the work 
at my own expense, but I have 
now decided to form a johit stock 
company with a capital of $liO,OUO to 
jiroperly develop the scheme, and in 
submitting my ideas tu some of font 
merchants! have received very gratify- 
ing assurances of assistance ; so much so, 
that I am now confident that after hav- 
ing struggled along for some time on my 
ovvn resources, I can at last see suc- 
ce-<s." 

Dr. Stanley pointed out that just as 

soon as the venture on the other side of 
the straits was a oaying concern, the 
numeriHia lagooiiB on tliia side of the 
water would receive attention, as pre- 
(tisely eimilar conditions obtain in this 
province with respect to the propagation 
of the oyster,

allowed the admiral a liberal sum for 
entertaining purpoaee, and it is pro- 
posed for once that the navy shall hold 
Its own in receptions and entertainments 
along with the other admirals who may 
be present with their ships. The de- 
parture of the Brooklyn has been fixed 
for June 1, and her orders direct her to 
proceed to the Enpliali channel and join 
the other foreign warships which will be 
present for the festivities.

The imported article comes hero not 
only good in quality, but properly 
graded, a singlo box of fruit out of a 
shifiment may be taken as a fair sample 
of the whole of that particular variety, 
while the top layer which meets the eye 
of a purchaser is just the same as that 
below, and the same remark is true of 
everything imported in any quantity. 
Foreign producers have learnt the value 
of systematic grading, but in this matter 
we are far behind the times. I have 
often bought apples, plums, strawberries, 
jiotatoca, etc., raised in this province, 
btit on so many occasions have I found 
that the top layers in the boxes or sacks 
are of very much superior quality to 
those below (the diilerenco not being 
found out until unpacked), that I, like 
many others, prefer to buy the imported 
article. With butter, too, the (juality 
is not maintained at the same grade 
throughout. If this is unavoidable, the 
purchaser shoiihl be made awiire of the 
dilference, and not left to find out for 
himself that the brand upon which he 
relied <vas too often used as a blind to 
efiect the sale of an inferior quality. 
Tlie Atnericans lay very great stress up- 
on the systematic grading of all produce. 
Let local producers attend to this ; let 
them label their boxes or sacks and 
guarantee that the contents have been 
properly graded, and then, il the quality 
is equal to the imjiorted article, I think 
they will have gone a long way toward 
keeping the home market for them- 
selves. No doubt a. great many provin- 
cial fruit growers take great pains in 
grading and packing their produce and 
deserve every success whitih can be 
wished for them ; but there are others, 
having old and badly selected orchards, 
who take no pride in their fruit, 
and as no money is spent in 
its production, they are satisfied 
with a few cents for a sack- 
ful of rubbish, with two or three 
handfuls of the largest fruit on the top 
as a bait for the unwary. If city vendors 
could bo induced to sell nothing but pro- 
perly graded jn'odtice, I am sure it would 
be a great iissistance to the honest, hard- 
working tiuijority, who ellbrta are crip- 
pled by the incompetent and idle few. 
The beet (lueation is not easily dealt 
with. Our wild lands, as a rule, will not 
fatten slock for more than a few months 
in the year, and artificial feeding must 
be resorted to ; imported stock, on the 
contrary, comes from regions where na- 
tural food is BO abundant that there is 
little necessity for winter feeding, and 
stock owner have, as a rule, the expenses 
of herding and transport only to dimin- 
ish their profits, consequently they can 
sell at a low figure. Still, I 
think something can bo done by 
our own people, lean stock bought 
upcheap early in the spring might be 
imported and quickly fattened on our 
own runs, each district having its own 
Blaughterhouse, and paid aaleBiiien in 
the market towns, thus doing away with 
the middleman's profits. Sellers, I 
think, would find it better to sell their 
own dead meat, horns, hides, bones, etc., 
direct to consumers, rather than dis- 
pose of the beef on the hoof, as they do 
now. With imported lean stock, and 
the limited number of our own raising 
which can profitably winter over, we 
might at all events keep the market 
supplied for a few months in the year; 
but changes such as I propose are not 
easily accomplished, and my idea may 
be wrong, but we shall do nothing to get 
rid of our many drawbacks until wo 
take a long pull, a strong pull, and a 
pull all together. \Vild Lands.

the question of winter feeding. Indeed 
it may be said that in a country where 
hay and turnips can be grown cheaply 
tlie winter feeding of stock la highly pro- 
fitable. For inataacei';, tbo farmere in 
the province of Ne* Brunswick have to 
provide for feeding their cattle at the 
barns for sis months out of the year, 
but they make money by producing beef 
by feeding hay and turnips. Of course 
their great effort is made to getting the 
steers lat for the. butcher as young as 
possible. There is much, no doubt, in 
the snpgcation. that money can be rnade 
by buying up lean cattle and fattening 
them on the ranges; but this calls for 
capital. What we think is of moro im- 
mediate importance is that ranchers can 
be got to eee that there is a profit in 
having two or three fat cattle to sell two 
or three times a year."

THE SUPPLY OF THE 

HOME MARKET. 

.K paragraph in the Colonist of a few 
days ago has brought out a letter from a 
gentleman who prefers to hide his iden- 
tity under the Bignutnre " Wild f.und." 
Tii'j withliolcliti^ of Ilia name from tho 
public is, howevur, a matter of no im- 
portance in view of the very valuable 
points brought out in tho letter. This 
sort of practical discussion of a practical 
question is just what is wanted, and we 
shall be ghul to have other letters on tho 
HHine Hubjoct, of the same tliorougli 
busiuoss-l i ke cli:ir.ii;t(;r. These are mat- 
tera in wliic.;! tho wholp piHjjile are deeply 
concerned, and it is of tbe greatest in- 
terest to all that there should be the 
fullest possible interchange of ideas 
about them. 

Too much BtiH}8s cannot be laid upon 
the flret point iniiile by our correspond- 
ent, namely, the proper [.rrading of pro- 
duce, and scarcely secqnd to it is tho 
proper packing. A case may be cited of 
a rancher in tbe state of Washington 
who, when asked why it was that he 
sold everything he raised, and at good 
prices, while his neigbbora were con- 
tinually worried by having to conijjoto 
with produce from California, said: 
" I auppoae tlie reason ia that 1 put up 
juy stuff in just as neat packages as the 
Oalifomia people .do, and have them 
true to sample." There is no surer 
passport to a customer's eye than a neat 
package, pnd no surer open Sesame to 
his purse than to have the quality of 
the goods what they are represented 

to 1)0. 

The obsorvntionB which our corres- 
poiulent makes in regard to cattle feed- 
ing are well worth close attention. With 
much of what he says we agree; but it 

is not quite correct that our beef pro- 
diii'erH have to compete with those who 
do not iiave to give -Jiuoh attention to 



THE TRADE OF THE YUKOX. 

Elsewhere will be found a description 
of the route to the Yukon via the 
Stickeen river and Teslin lake, which 
the Provincial government proposes to 
open this summer. The amount to be 
expended, $2,000, is not largo, but if 
what ia said of the hundred miles of 
country to be traversed is true, will bo 
found ample for the purpose. This will 
give by all means the best available 
route to the Yukon gold fields, and the 
best of it is that it will bo an all-Can- 
adian one, for although tho Stickeen 
runs throngli a few miles of United 
States territory befoie entering the sea, 
its free navigation is secured to all Brit- 
ish subjects by treaty. When this trail 
is completed it will be reached by sea- 
going steamers to Fort Wrangel, and 
thence by river steamer up the Stickeen 
to Telegraph creek. A hundred miles 
of land carriage over a level country will 
transport the miner and his outfit, and 
the merchant and liis goods, from the 
navigable waters of tho Skecna to tho 
navigable waters of the Yukon river 
system. As compared with all other 
routes to the interior, this is, in the ab- 
sence of railway communication, incom- 
parably the best, and after the trail is 
opened the the Chilkoot Pass route will 
probably be abandoned very largely if 
not altogether. 

This is a matter of very great import- 
ance to the business men of tbe Coast 
cities. We have already twice referred 
to the general impression that the Yu. 
kon gold ilclda are in Alaska, and hence 
that .Seattle ia the Ijest point to outfit for 
them; but a third reference will not be 
out of place, for only recently a party of 
young men from Toronto came over tho 
Canadian Pacific and went to Seattle to 
procure supplies to take into the Cana- 
dian portion of tho Yukon valley. Brit- 
ish Columbia merchants have lost 
thousands of dollars through this gen- 
eral iniHunderstandiug of tho matter by 
gold-seekers, and the Colonist is deter- 
mined that it shall not be its fault if 
they do not get their share of this trade 
another year. 

But it is not only a trail that is neces- 
sary throutrh Canadian territory, and not 
only tlie correction of the common mis- 
take us to the ownership of tho gold 
fields. Victoria merchants must cater 
for the trade. They must advertise for 
it. In tbe season the Seattle papers are 
full of advertisements of Yukon outfits. 
No man, wh J comes to tho Sound over 
the ( ireat Noi thorn and Northern Pacific 
railways, is left in any doubt aa to whore 
lie can buy his goods for his Alaska out- 
fit. Every Seattle paper that, he buys 
upon the train tells him in big 
letters that the place to outfit 
is at So-and-So's or at somebody 
else's. He sees a rivalry between 
merchants as to who shall get the trade. 
The traveller on the Canadian Pacilic 
sees the saiiio thing, but if he turns to a 
Victoria or a N'anconvei- pajier to see 
what those cities have to oiler him in 
the same Hue he encounters only the 
stereotyped advertisements of patent 
medicine concerns, or the scarcely less 
interesting announcements of most of 
tho leading merchants. Somebody in- 
forms him in a solemn sort of way that 
ho sells hanhvaro. Another takot bini 
into his confidence anlliciently to tell 
him that he keeps tobacco. Another in- 
timates that be has a stock of groceries, 
and another ventures to intimate that he 
deals in dry goods. X.jw, if inerchanls 
want tlie businc'ss of mou who hav(3 
flniiji enough to go to the Yukon they 
iiniHt put some snap into their advertise- 
mentc. 

So a three-fold efiTort must be made to 
secure the trade of the Yukon for oar 
cities, where it properly belongs. The 
government must provide a trail into 

the country. This is about to be done. 
The newspapers must m?.ko it widely 
known that tlie Yukon is Canadian terri- 
tory and hence that Canadian cities are 
tho proper places to outfit. This will, 
-ve are sure, be done. Tbe merchants 
must cater to the trade and advertise 
their ability to do at least as well by 
miners as any one else can. We be- 
lieve that this also will he done. 



riculum of a college, books imi>orted by 
libraries, benevolent assosiations and 
similar institutions and unbound peri- 
odicals are admitted free. The free list 
is generally endorsed ; but objection is 
taken to the ad valorem duty, because it 
discriminates against good and in 
favor of inferior literature. Con- 
ceding the correctness of the ad 
valorem principle when applied to 
duties in general, we think that in 
the very nature of the case books ought 
to be exempted from its operation. The 
value of a book does not depend upon the 
material out of wliich it is made, or the 
labor expended upon it. A high-priced 
book is not a luxury, except in the case 
of editions de luxe. Thus, a small, plain- 
ly bound work on a scientific subject 
may cost two or three times as much as 
a large, flashy, popular volume, and the 
student would, in that case, under an 
ad valorem duty, have to pay two or 
tiueo times aa much duty on hia book as 
would be paid by the person who im- 
ported tbe other for his amusement. 
This sort of thing is not right, and we 
hope that the Finance Minister will seo 
his way clear to make some other pro-

LOYAL SENTIMENTS 

or Our Citizens Engrossed in True Artistic 
Style to Be Forwarded to Her Majesty 
fiext Saturday. 

A ]>iefe of artistic work of whiclj Vic- 
torians may well be j)roH<l is the address 
which the niiiyor and council will jire- 
sent to I lor M ajesty on tho 20[h of next 
month. To .Mr. l.i. .lorgensen was eii- 
truBted the enibellishniont of the loyal 
sentiments of the civic rcjircoentatives, 
and the result is a rci'l gem of the illum- 
inator's art. There is nothim; gaudy 
about the manner of treatment and the 
lettering is almost perfect. The (!oat-of- 
arms of ttio city occupies a central po.=i- 
tion at the head of the very graceful 
border, and on either side are the Royal 
arms and those of tho Dominion. A 
vignette of Victoria in 1843, show- 
ing the old bastion which once 
stood at the corner of Government 
and Baston streets is prominently shown 
in the upper corner, and the present city 
hall a little further down gives an idea 
of tho importance of the Victoria of to- 
day. The suburbs of tho city in the 
form of a view of Fsiiuimiilt liariior 
showing Her Majasty's fleet at anchor 
forms the appropriate tail-piece of the 
address. Designs typical of our loading 
provincial induBtries are shown on 
shields on one side of the border, these 
representing sealing, lumberint:, agri- 
culture, mining and fishing, tho whole 
being very cleverly treated. A hand- 
some portfolio lined with blue velvet 
will replace the usual cumbrous frame. 
Tho address will be on view, for the next 
few days in Mayor Redfern's store, and 
by Saturday night's mail it will be for- 
wardeil to its destinntion.

The Victoria city council met last 
evening at 7 tIJO, and before their ad 
jonrnment two hours later had disposed 
of four exceptionally important matters 
of business. In the first place they had 
given an answer to Mr. William Helover, 
the smelter promoter, to ttio effect that 
no by-law in the direction of assisting 
his enterprise could be laid before th^ 
ratepayers witliout a requisition in the 
usual manner. Then it was agreed that 
the streets committee should be allowed 
to anticipate the allotment of money 
provided for them and proceed with the 
work of repairing the Gorge and 
Garbally roads during the continuance 
of the summer weather. Waterworks 
improvement was the third topic of de- 
bute, the city engineer bein^ authorised 
to proceed with the further work not be- 
fore provided for of flattening the slopes 
to the reservoir to a grade of 2 to 1, the 
reservoir floor being subsequently laid 
in brick and the sides being linished 
with concrete. The final business of tlio 
evening was considered in board of 
liealtli Hosaion, it being decided to make 
application to the Dominion government 
for a refund of $10,S10,lli— this being the 
amount of expense caused to tlie city 
through the recent introduction of stnall- 
por by reason of inellicient quarantine. 

These subjects were dealt with in tho 
order in which they have been hero 
mentioned, the mayor aa soon as ths 
aldermen hail taken their seats reading 
a letter from Mr. Solover in which that 
gentleman requested inf9rmation as to 
whether or not the council had reached 
a conclusion in regard to the offer made 
by himself and bis asaociats. 

In reply to a question from Aid. Harri- 
son, the Mayor explained that a by-law 
could not bo introduced unless it were 
petitioned for by the percentage of tho 
property owners reiuiisito in all cases of 
money by-laws. His own feeling in the 
matter. Mayor Redfern continued, was 
that tho city should not bonus any enter- 
prise .of this character outside of the 
corporation limits ; and thatinany event 
the price asked by Mr. Selover and his 
associates was beyond all reason. 

.41(1. llarrison's views were very 
similar to tliose expressed by the Mayor, 
while 

.Md. Partridge and Hall pointed out 
that a special committee hod oeen named 
by the council to take this smelter matter 
into their consideration, and urged that 
this communication from Selover go to 
this committee for a report. 

Aa a member of the comniitteo in 
(|ueBlion, Aid. McCandlosB stated that 
ttie coinuiittoe could give the council no 
information eu pplcmentary to what 
they bad already jiresented. He con- 
sidered the ^;15U,0U0 bonus i)roposition 
dead if tlie smeltei was to bo located at 
lOsquimalt. 

•' The smelter people, .Mr. Selover in- 
forms me," remarked the mayor, " say 
that they cannot consider any other con- 
ditions than those tliey have laid before 
us. They are anxious to have the ques- 
tion disposed of at once, too, so that 
in the event of Victoria not being dis- 
posed to come to their terms, they can 
look elsewhere." 

Aid. Stewart, althonirh he, like the 
other inombera of tlie lioaril, saw only 
defe;it in store for the propo.-^ed by-li".w 
in the event of il bcini; Bubinitted, was 
nevcrtbeli-.~i' ni the (i])inion that i li<; rate- 
payers should In'.ve the opportunity of 
themselves deciding the matter. 

The Mayor explained that the ojipor- 
tunily of presenting a petition for tlu! 
submission of a by-law still remained 
with the ratep:iyeiH. Had rhey been 
very anxious to endorse this Binelti.'r 
proposition such a petition would no 
doubt have made its appearance long 
ago. 

Aid. Harrison held to the view that if 
a by-law were presented to tho jieoiile 
the cii'^t of its presentation siionlil be 
biiriie liy Mr. St-lover anil bia com puny, 
in the aame manner as the expense ol 
suliniitting the N'icloria .Sidney by- 
law was borne by that coiiipany. 

The oiiinioii of the council wan finally 
(Mil bodied in ii resolution put forward by 
.\lil. .McCandloHs and adopted on a six to 
four divii^ion (the mayor voting), to the 
(•Hectthat " the clerk inform Mr. Selover 
that this council has no power to intro- 
duce such a by-law as proposed exce])t 
upon rcrjuisition by the duly qualified 
ratepayers, and that in the opinion of 
this council the present proposition 
would not he acceptable to the city." 

In regard to the repairing of Garbally 
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and Gorge roads it was explained that 
both were in a wretched condition, and 
that it was absolutely necessary that 
they be made right during the continu- 
ance of fine weaih«!r. The streets com- 
mittee had allowed to them something 
like $2,000 per niontii for the remainder 
of the year. They did not ask for an in- 
crease of ttiis amount, but in order to 
obtain better results from tlie work they 
asked to bo allowed to draw ahead on 
their fund, and spend over their monthly 
allowance now, retreuchinu the expendi- 
ture later in the season to even matters. 

;Md. Partridge objected to the re(iuest 
being granted, on the ground thac the 
North ward was obtaining an unfair pro- 
portion of the money provided for street 
work. He held that before the repair of 
the outside roads was taken up, John- 
son street iu the heart of the city should 
be put in proper repair. 

Aid. Kinsman presented figures to 
show that Aid. Partridge's conclusions 
in regard to the Central ward having 
been discriminated against were not 
j)roporly founded, and after 

-Vld. McCandless, although a resident 
of Johnson street, had endorsed the 
necessity of the request of the streets 
committee being granted, especially as 
tho condition of the Gorge road would 
disgrace tho city in tho eyes of visitors 
during celebration rime, 

A sum of $1,200 was placed in the 
hands of the committee to proceed with 
the work in question. 

In the matter of the waterworks, an 
estimate prepared by the city en- 
gineer was read by the Mayor, to- 
gether with a recommendation from that 
ollicer that before the reservoir was 
completed its slopes should be flattened, 
as they are liable to slip aud damage the 
lacing, and the bottom of the reservoir 
raised about two feet. Tlie coat of rais- 
ing the floor of tho reservoir to the level 
of the outlet of the hike and paving with 
brick would be, it was staled, ifG.O.^f). 
Tho cost of trimming the slopes and 
facing with brick was given as $3,730, 
or if th(! work were done in concrete in- 
stead of brick, it would make the figures 
$7,710. The estimate of coat of flatten- 
ing the slopes was given as $1,982, their 
fiicing with brick involving a cost of 
$),;Ji;!, or with concrete, of $8,'J00. The 
exiicnae attacheii to the roofing of the 
reservoir was placed at $2,8.'j5, and the 
necespary foundation work at $200. The 
total co.-il of the projiosed work, if the 
facing of the slopes were done in brick, 
was Hiiiiimarized at $11,110, or if in c(jn- 
(■i-ete, at $1."),7(I0. 

Aid. McGrc'gor, Stewart, Harrison and 
Kinsman agreed that altiiough tlie brick 
flooring would do very well, concrete tor 
the facing was the only tlioig likely to 
give permanently eatialactory results. 

,\ld. Harrison also pointed out that 
any less slope than 1'/ to 1 was liable 
to slide, and 

.Vld, McGregor did not think it was 
neceasary to say anything about the 
grade as it was impossible to make it 
loHS than 1 to 1. 

.\ld. I'artriiige to be consistent with 
his former stand on waterworks cpies- 
tiuns objected to any deviation from the 
original plan. H this work had not been 
changed from .Mr. .l(irg(Miso!i'H original 
plan, a))prov(:d by the most eminent en- 
gineers ill the I'aist, the city would he in 
a better position to-day than |that in 
wliich it found itself, thanks to the city 
engineer. 

The mayor exi)lained that adopting 
concrete, which all agreed was the bet- 
ter material, the work proposed would 
involve a total expenditure of $13,70l>, 
or allowing $1,000 for contingencies, 
of $ll,70l>. There was also the cost of 
connecting with the main to be provided 
for, and en unexpended balance of but 
$8,000 remained ol tho waterworks loan. 
He was in iavor of doing ail that could 
be done with the money on hand, and 
thoii making iirovision for tho comple- 
tion of tho work. Ho did not think the 
ratepayers would begrudge the eight or 
tun thouHaiid dollars necessary to com- 
I)lete the work if they were assured that 
It was being done in the best possible 
manner, and would give every satisfac- 
tion on its conipleliim. 

Aid. VigeliuB shared this opinion, and 
it was eventually decided that the elopes 
should be flattened in tho manner which 
the city engineer pronoimced necesBary, 
tliat the floor of the reservoir be laid in 
brick, and that the sides be done in con- 
crete—Aid. Partridge alone voting nay 
on tho principle that it involvedachange 
from the original jilan. 

On tho council going into Inard of 
henltli, Aid. Partridge and McOandleaa 
moved for tho exclusion of the press, 
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althoueh Mayor Eedfern took occasion 
to explain that there wore no matters to 
be discussed that the public bad not 
every right to know about. The motion 
was lost, and the re.ading of Dr. Fraser's 
report in connection witli the recent out- 
break of amallpoi in the city was at once 
proceeded with. 

In this the city medical health officer 
said that the outbreak had been limited 
to three cases, the first a very mild one, 
the patient being received into the 
isolation hospital on February 11, and 
discharged, cured, March ;!. He bad 
been a deck band on board tho steam- 
ship Victoria on her special trip with an 
auxiliary crew from this city to Tacoma 
an(i return, and there could be no (lues- 
tion but that he had been infected on 
board the steamship. The other two 
cases were those of the children of Mr. 
Braden, discharged May 8, conlluent 
smallpox of the most malignant 
type. The father had been employed 
as a plumber and aa a guard at the 
(luaraiitine station, but had visited his 
homo during tho time ho was so em- 
ployed, and had thus no doubt cofnmu- 
nicated the disease to hia family. With 
the asbistance of tho Banitnry oflicer. 
Dr. Fraser had been able, ho reported, 
to keep all the 'longshoremen and cabin 
lUvellers under close obEervation, and 
his ellbrts to stamp i.uit the disease had 
been crowned with euccess. Tho total 
expense occasioned the city through the 
outbreak was $10,8-10, inclusive of a sum 
of $2,()7,5 for property destroyed at the 
i.-^olation hospital. 

Mavor Redfern repeating his intention 
of applying to the Dominion government 
for a refund of thia amount, it was moved 
by .\ld. -Mctiregor and Hall and unani- 
mnii.uly adopted that 

" Tlie r(q)ort bo received and filed, and 
a copy of the accountB he transmitted to 
the Domiiiiou superintendent of (piaran- 
tine and the Doiiartiiicnl of .Agriculture, 
wilti ap;ilication for a refund of the 
several aiiionnta jiaid by the .city, the 
outbreak having been directly occasioned 
by inelhcieiit quarantine." 

This, tho last item of the evening's 
business, was also tho only topic upon 
which unanimity of opinion was ex- 
jiresBod, the proceedings as a whole be- 
ing aa notable for vindictive cross-firing 
aa by reason of the importance of the 
Hubjects considered.

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How Central American Republics 
and Britisli Columbia Conld 
Work for 'Mntaal Beneflt. 



"What One Country Needs the Other 
Haa— fromise of Several 
New Industries. 



Mr. E. E. SheppartI, the Dominion 
government trade comuiiaaioner to 
Mexico and the Central Ameriuaa Re- 
publics, is ezpectad here at the end of 
next week, when the buaineas men of 
Victoria will be called .upon to furnish 
him With all data available concerning a 
profitable .intercUan)»e of products be- 
tween the countries named and liritieli 
Columbia. Before coming to Victoria, 
however, Mr. Sheppard will hold con- 
ferences with the boards of trade and 
other representative commercial bodies 
at all the leading cities, in order that no 
industry there represented shall be 
neglected. In view of Mr. Sheppard's 
early arrival, the Colonist yesterday 
interviewed Captain A. F. Yutcs, who, 
as the representative of Jlesara. F. C. 
Savidge & Co., recently visited Ottawa 
in connection with the project of extend- 
ing British Columbia's trade in the 
direction of the Isthmus. 

"Mr. Sheppard," be said, "is the 
right man in the right place. The Min- 
ister of Trade and Commerce has chosen 
one of the heat men ho conld iind any- 
where to visit tliese neighboring coun- 
tries. He has been appointctl to in- 
vestigate the poasibilitieH of tiado in 
order to justify the government in grant- 
ing a subsidy to the ])ropoaed line. In 
reference to the products of British Col- 
umbia we must bear in mind that the 
markets which we contemplate opening 
up in these southern repulilics number 
no fewer than thirteen, uU of which are 
now supplied by small orders for lumber 
—that is no independent place can 
afford taking a single cargo or shipload. 
Consequently these orders are at present 
supplied by ^an Francisco by steam, and 
inasmuch as San Francisco is obliged to 
herself import all the lumber she at pre- 
sent consumes, let alone what she ex- 
ports, British Columbians could, I con- 
sider, compete successfully with the 
Americans in this line. The value of 
lumber, ehinglee, doors, windows, etc., 
exported to theae countries in IS'JO 
amounted to )fl,404,517. 

" In speaking of forest products, we 
have, close to Vancouver city, and pos- 
sibly on the Island, large quantities of 
hemlock bark of a superior Quality for 
tanning purposes to that of Wisconsin. 
Now, in that state the Boston Tanning 
Co. have in operation at Stanley a tan- 
nery wuich imports large quantities of 
hides from South America, having found 
it cheaper to bring hides to the bark 
than vice versa. In the establishment 
of our line we would be in a position to 
deliver South American hides by water 
at very low rates, thereby giving capital- 
its an opportunity of establishing large 
leather industries in this province. 

" In furniture, again, there is a large 
demand for a cheap article, and herein 
lies another promisinK. opening for fac- 
tories. In return tor the manufactured 
articles we would be able to import such 
cabinet wooda as mahogany, cedar, 
ebony, etc., thereby enabling ourfuctor- 
ies to compete successfully in the manu- 
facture of expensive furniture, 

" Good markets would be opened for 
lish products such as canned and ealted 
liah, and as our company contemplate 
placing cold storage on the steamers of 
the line this would give encouragement 
to our fieherinen to send fresh salmon 
and halibut to these promising markets. 
Herein, too, lies a field of possible em- 
ployment for the sealing schooners which 
now lie idle in this port during the 
greater i>art of the year. 

" Mexico last year imported 195,000 
tons of coal and 05,000 tone of coke. On 
the other hand theae republics exported 
si^sftl grass to the United States in the 
same year to the value of $3,000,000, 
This grass is used for the mnnfacture of 
twines, cordage,, etc., and British Co- 
lumbia being in u position to import 
manilas direct from the Philippines I am 
prepared to say that stiould our plans be 
carried out a cordage factory would here 
be located. We have also in the line of 
exports from those republics istele or 
tampico fibre, used in the making of 
brooms, and I see no reason why with 
cheap facilities for importing theae raw 
materials broom factories should not be 
operated with much more {)rolit than is 
possible at the present time. 

" In reference to our sugar refinery — 
it would be able to convenient- 
ly increaie its imporla of raw 
sugar from Peru through the 
operation of such a line as we aim 
to establish. I think p.lao that the rice 
mills would also he enabled to do a very 
profitable trade with these countries to 
the south. 

" Furthermore, I have been informed 
by a leading capitalist of Vancouver that 
if the government will extend the boun- 
ties payable on iron manufacturad for 
home consumption to that of the expor- 
tation of theae commod ities, a tiiaegow 
syndicate is prepared to eatabliah in the 
province large blast furnaces, the de- 
mand for iron and iron manufactures 
from theae countries being very large. 

"Dealing with the advantages that 
would accrue to the Northwest Terri- 
tories from the operation of our line, it 
is noticeable that the government has 
recently erected large cheeae factoriea at 
Moosejaw and other points, and these 
Southernly republics being large 
consumers/ of cheese, direct busi- 
ness would naturally be at once 
created. At present they ' are 
sending their live cattle from the 
ranches of the Northwest to Great 
Britain at an appreciable loss, and are 
in consequence taking into consideration 
the establishment of abattoirs a.id the 
shipping of the dead meat in cold 
storage. In this connection I have been 
urging them to provide for tallow ren- 
dering eHtabliahmeuts, and alao to go in 
lor pig farming on a large scale. Tl;e 
demand for tallow, baccn and luuns from 
the Central American and Mexican re- 
publics is ft very considerable one, 
amounting last year,itoii .$800,000 ; while 
in butter, lard and cheese their imports 
totalled in the same period to $350,000. 
. At tixe present time 'the outlet for North- 
west products Is confined almost exclu- 
sively to the old world markets, which 
are so far removed by dlstanCft .that the 
transportation charges unavoidably eat 



up a large per centage of the profits. 
Our projected line would give the greatly 
desired market nearer at hand, and tlie 
result could not be other than of great 
benefit to the industries of the ter- 
ritories. 

" Manitoba would also obtain a profit- 
able outlet for her surplas cereals-^ 
flour, barley, bran, oatmeal, etc. Mani- 
toba flour is conceded to be the best 
manufactured to stand hot climatic con- 
ditions, and consequently would be a 
competitor at an advantage with the 
California flours, which will not stand 
extremes of heat so well. I aiiould 
strongly urge in the event of this line 
being establiahed that the shippers 
make up their flour in convenient 
twenty-five pound tins instead of bags, 
thereby avoiding the breaking of sacks, 
destruction by vermin and dampness. 
By thus preparing their goods for the 
conaumera to the so«th, Manitobans 
would undoubtedly command the Hour 
market of theae countries — a very im- 
portant trade in itself. 

" Ontario and her agricultural imple- 
ments and machinery would also derive 
immense advantage from the opening of 
these markets to them. The value of 
agricultural implements shipped from 
the United States to Mexico and Central 
America last year, consisting of mowers, 
plows, reapers, cultivators, and parts of 
each totalled $125,000. In carriages, carts, 
street oars and passenger and freiglit 
cars, $80(1,000 was the figure; in cloth 
manufactures and wearing apparel, 
$1,270,000 represented the import busi- 
ness; in builders' liardware, saws, toola. 
locka and hmgea, $-412,000 told of the ex- 
tent of the trade; in machinery, fire 
engines, locomotives, etc., $-1,000,000 
was tlie amount; in cotton, the imports 
into Mexico from Great Britain amounted 
to $li,-i!KS,379, and from the United 
States an additional $1,0-13, ;3G!j, making 
a total cotton trade into Mexico for the 
one year alone of $7,541,742. These 
figures show how many and how profit- 
able are the linea of trade whicli On- 
tario might advantageously develop 
through the operation of the new 
southern line from the sister province of 
British Columbia. 

" As evidencing the importance of the 
trade to be done witli Mexico and the 
Central American republics it is inter- 
esting to compare the volume of this 
trade carried on by San Francieco and 
the trade which Canada has with Chiua, 
■Japan, British Australasia, the British 
and Spanish West Indies, and British 
Guina — one which steamship subsidies 
of $274,()fl() are paid by the Dominion 
every year. The total value of exports 
carried by sea from and to the city of 
San Francisco, to and from the Pacific 
coaat ports of tliese republics was last 
year $11,330,050. Compare thid amount 
with tlio total value of trade between 
Canada and the combined countries as 
above named — $9,065,627, and we find 
that the city of San Francisco alone has 
$2,265,023 ereater trade on this coast 
than the Dominion possesses with the 
combined countries mentioned. 

"The question is frequently aaked: 
' Can Canadians compete in the traile of 
these republics '? We contend they can 
and successfully, provided that the same 
facilities for transportation at a low rate 
are provided which are available to China 
and the West Indies, the products of 
Canada being similar to those shipped 
from the United States, we itemize as 
follows: Barley, oats, pease, wheat, 
flour, bran, oatmeal, malt, biscuits, car- 
riages, carts, coal, coke, cordage, twine, 
cottons, drugs, dyes, chemicals, medi- 
cines, hops, boots and shoes, llQie, fish 
(canned and salted), iron and steel and 
m an uf ac tures of agricultural implements, 
machines, machinery, sewing machines, 
asbestos, musical instruments, paper, 
bacon, hams, butter, cheese, seeds, soap, 
tallow, brandy, whiskey, wine, starch, 
and stone manufactures, grindstones, 
glass, glaasware, lumber and manufac- 
tures of the same, sleepers, railroad ties, 
mining prons, furniture, doors, saBhes, 
blinds, matches, manufacture of wool- 
ens. The principal imports from these 
countries we itemize aa follows : Collee, 
cocoa, raw cotton, Indian corn, gums, 
dye-woods, hides, jute, fruits, bananas, 
cocoanuts, tobacco leaf, vanilla, Indian 
rubber, sugar, indigo, Peru balsam, med- 
icinal plants, sarsaparilla, mahogany, 
cedar, ebony, vegetable ivory, ores, sis- 
sal, istle, and spices, 

'' the estabiialiinent of the liiio to 
connect Canada with the Central Am- 
erican and Mexican republics on the 
Pacific side, not only would the dormant 
resources of the VVcotern province be 
given opportunity of development, but 
the provinces theniselvea would be 
materially assisted toward the realization 
of their natural destiny, while at the 
same time money would be saved to the 
Dominion, the cost of transportation l)e- 
ing less on the Pacific side than it is i)os- 
sible to make it on the Atlantic sea 
board to theae points, special conceeaiona 
having been made in regard to the trans- 
portation \ ia Vancouver. 

"Our pLuit for the opening up ol this 
new avenue for Canadian trade have 
been materially furthered throuj,'h the 
cordial cooperation of the boards of 
trade and kindred commercial bodies, 
each of tlicae that I vieited having ex- 
hiliited iiuirketl courtesy to me and 
manifested the deepeat intereat in our 
project fo- the advancement of Can- 
adian Inieincss. In fact at Ottawa, as 
elsewhere, political difl'erences of opin- 
ion appeared to be entirely sunk in the 
desire to extend and foster the trade of 
Canada, the members, both government 
and opposition, from JSritiah Columbia 
and the West, joining cordially in doing 
all that they could to advance my busi- 
ness with the ministry.

THE SMELTER SCHEME. 

What Mr. Selover Has to Say About the 
Scheme They Propose. 

l'\ O. DowninR, of Portlanil, and Wil- 
liam iSolover, of emelter fiimo, are at 
present quartered lit the Driard. Mr. 
Downing is one of the gentlemen inter- 
ested in tlie proposed erection of a 
amelter in or near this city, the scheme 
covering which has been before Yio- 
torians lor eome time. In conversation 
last evening Mr. Donrnine stated that 
he .and his people were fully prepared to 
commence operations aa soon" as the 
city council oljtained the authority to 
sign the contract. The worku, ho euid, 
would bo tiie largest west of Denver and 
would probably include four stacks. 
As to the site, there were prac- 
tically only two available — the outer 
wharf and' Esquimalt, and the latter 
offering by far the greater facilitiee. The 
talk ag to the destruction of vegetation 
in the neighborhood of this kind was all 
wrong, as in Denver some of the finest 
farms could he found immediately con- 
tigaons to smelters, and the parallel 
drawn as to the appearance of Butte and 
what Victoria would be like when the 
worlcB are in full blast was equally 
absurd, as the country about the former 
city waa very largely an alkali waste. 
Mr. Downing and Mr. Selover will re- 
juain in Victoria for a day or two. 



A lion's share of cfie OrSCbtal tea trade

THE LARE TESLIN TRAIL. 

Proposed New Route From the Coast to the 
Yukon Valley. 

,Tohn C. Cal breath, for many years 
resident at Telegrajjh Creek, on the 
Stickeon river, B.C., haa been directed 
by the provincial government to explore 
the now route suggested for a trail to 
Toslin lake, the Bourtle of the Ilolalin- 
(pia river, a tributary of the Lewis 
branch of the Yukon. There ia at present 
a trail from the mouth of the creek to 
the lake, but it ib a difficult one and 
roundabout. It goes westward up the 
Tahtlan river, and then acrosa the 
divide into the valley of one of the 
southern branches of the Taku, thence 
acrosa another divide into the Toslin 
basin. Mr. Calbreath went through on 
this trail to the hike last summer, but 
learned from the Indiana that a high 
bench of almost level, open country ex- 
tended in a direct line nearly the whole 
distance from Telegrapii Creek to the 
lake. The ascent from the south to the 
bench is said to he very easy, and, in 
fact, the only portion of the proposed 
route eaitl to bo at all diflicult ia just 
south of the lake, where there is some 
marshy ground. If Mr. Calbreath linils 
the route feasible, he will proceed to 
expend what is necessary to open, it, the 
amount appropriated for that purpose 
being limited to $2,000. When this 
trail ia opened, an easy route to the 
Vukon gold fields will be jirovided, for 
from the head of the lake to the mouth 
of the Vukon there ia only one obataclo 
to navigation, namely, the Five Eingera 
rapids. The free navigation of the 
Stickeen river, which flows into the 
ocean on United States territory, is 
secured to uh by treaty. 

Possibly no one is better iiualified by 
personal experience to discuss the navi- 
gability of the Stickeen than is Mr. Cal- 
breath's former partner — Jlr, John 
Grant. He spent some twelve yeara in 
its immediate vicinity, and bad ample 
opportunity of observing its conditlona 
at all seasons of the year. .Speaking 
from thia exten.sive personal aciiuaint- 
ance, he says t.'ie river ia navij;ablc all 
the way from its mouth to Telegraph 
creek, a distance of about 145 miles, the 
upper hundrci miles being decidedly 
rapid water. .Steamboat c/joration ia 
possible for &ame five months in the 
year, with veeecls of a carrying capacity 
of from 100 to 150 tons. The fuel ques- 
tion does not present any difliculty, aa 
an abundance of wood suitable for faring 
ia obtainable on either side of theatreani. 
Steamers drawing when laden' from 3 to 
33'o feet of water seldom find any difli- 
cultydaring thenumberot months men- 
tioned in utilizing the waterway to 
winch railway ))rojectiou has recently 
directed attention, whi e during at least 
seven months it is possible to get down 
the Stickeen by canoes, when the steam- 
ers can no longer bo operated. It waa 
Mr. Grant's custom during his long resi- 
dence in the north never to leave Tele- 
graph creek before the 25th of October, 
while he has been as late as the > 
November in starting from that poin; .
